Collector-Buyer Weighs All In 


Balance, Finds Some ‘Wanting’

Appropriate cacheted covers and slogan cancellations form part of 


my “United States History” collection. 


However, I periodically ex- 


perience a slow burn when I see the quality of many of these items. 
Receipt of the recent series of Kansas Statehood Historical (sic) covers 
has finally given me sufficient impetus to put my several gripes into 


written form. 

According to the publicity, several 
Kansas philatelic organizations co- 
operated ‘‘in offering a set of seven 
different cacheted Kansas Centennial 
First Day covers...to make a 
great Historical Package. Each cov- 
er’, the release continues, ‘“‘depicts 
a different Kansas historical scene 
or event and the complete set makes 
a beautiful historical record of the 
Kansas Centennial.” 

Offered such a promise, I’m con- 
fident that other history-minded 
collectors found it no great sacrifice 
to part with a dollar for the set. 
Doubless, like myself, they visioned 
designs featuring Coronado’s expe- 
dition, Kansas’ part in the Louisi- 
ana Purchase, and the Lewis and 
Clark expedition. 

The treaty with the Kansa Indians 
would have been a good subject, 
along with the Compromise of 1850 
and the later civil disturbances, the 
adoption of the constitution, the San- 
ta Fe Trail, the transit of the Mor- 
mons, the great grasshopper plague 
of 1874, or the Populist Party victory 
of 1890. 

Or they might have. expected de- 
signs based on the experiences of 
Zebulon Pike, Stephen Long, John

And what did the customers get? 
Seven broadly generalized designs 
whose historical connection is ex- 
tremely tenuous. Sure, they are at- 
tractive enough (but not as much so 
as the available commercial cov- 
ers) and any one would have served 
as an acceptable first day cover. 
But who needs seven first day cov- 
ers which differ only in their art 
work? 

Compare this series with those is- 
sued in connection with the Kansas 
City, Mo. centennial, and the cente- 
nary of Washington Territory. 

The former series featured Jim 
Bridger, Henri Chouteau, Col. Wil- 
liam Miles Chick, John McCoy... all 
personages closely connected with 
the founding and developing of Kan- 
sas City. 

The latter pictured Ft. Walla Walla 
and the Whitman mission, Chief 
Seattle and Seattle’s first post of- 
fice, Ft.

Lindbergh ‘Good Will’ Flights 


Examined; Only 


Three Lots Of 


Covers Actually Flown By Him 


Horace D. Westbrooks 


No other individual had more to do with the advancement of aviation 
and the transportation of mail via air than did Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
With his solo flight across the Atlantic on May 20-21, 1927, the world was 
enthralled by this one-man achievement more than any other event in 


aviation history. 


Lindbergh’s flight to Paris was made in “The Spirit of St. Louis’, 


and the official time was 33 hours, 29 minutes, and 30 seconds. 


He 


was airborne from Roosevelt Field, near Minoela, L. I., N. Y. on May 20 
at 7:52 a. m., and landed at the Le Bourget Field, near Paris, on the 
21st at 5:22 p. m. (10:22 p. m. Paris time). 


The route he flew was the ‘‘Great 
Circle’ route, via Newfoundland, 
Ireland, and England, a distance of 
3610 miles. The average speed of 
the little Ryan monoplane was 


| Slightly over 109 miles per hour. 


To commemorate this epic flight 
of 34 years ago, and to complement 
the 24th International Paris Air 
Show, an Air Force Convair ‘‘Hust- 
ler’’ B58 bomber took off May 26, 
1961 from Carswell Air Force Base, 
Texas, flew to New York in 2 hours, 
35 minutes. Thence, without landing 
in New York, it flew on to Paris 
in 3 hours, 19 minutes, and 41.5 sec- 
onds. 

This was one tenth the time Lind- 
bergh required to fly the same 
route! The average speed of the B58 
was 1095.9 miles per hour, which 
was almost exactly ten times the 
speed of the Spirit of St. Louis. 


The top speed of The Spirit of St. 
Louis is listed as 129 mph, lightly 
loaded, and with a full load of fuel, 
this was reduced to about 120mph. 
The B58 Hustler is rated at 1300 
mph, twice the speed of sound. 

Officially, Lindbergh did not carry 
any mail on the Paris flight, and no 
mail was flown during his tour of 
the 48 states, beginning on July 20, 
1927, from Mitchell Field, Long Is- 
land, New York, and ending on Oc- 
tober 23 at the same point. 

This Good Will Tour of the U.S. 
was sponsored by the Daniel Gug- 
genheim Fund for the Promotion of 
Aeronautics. Col. Lindbergh visited 
87 cities in all 48 states, and as 
far as this writer has been able to 
determine, no mail was carried in 
Lindbergh’s monoplane during this 
tour. 

Commemorative souvenir covers 
are known from all 87 cities. These 
were prepared by civic and phila- 
telic groups, and were handled in 
the regular manner by the Post Of- 
fice Department. 

Lindbergh, in his book ‘‘The Spirit 
of St. Louis’ gives a complete “‘log”’ 
of the flying time consumed by the 
monoplane, as well as cities passed 
over, people who were passengers

at one time or other (including Hen- 
ry Ford’s first plane ride!), as well 
as equipment notes, and other per- 
tinent observations, but does not 
mention carrying any mail on this 
U.S. tour. 

The 1940 edition of the American 
Air Mail Society Catalog lists the 
many souvenir covers in honor of 
Lindbergh, and mentions regarding 
the August 15, 1927 visit to Spring- 
field, Ill., that ‘“‘The amount of Air- 
mail on this occasion was entirely 
beyond the capacity of Lindbergh’s 
plane and the excess was carried by 
the escort planes.” 

This writer cannot locate any offi- 
cial information tha. Lindbergh car- 
ried mail on this flight. 

Lindbergh notes that this U. S. 
tour consumed 260 hours and 45 min- 
utes of flying time, and covered 
about 22,000 miles. Some 82 stops 
were made, which indicates that 
some of the 87 cities mentioned 
above did not have a personal visit 
by Lindbergh. 

Upon the invitation of President 
Calles of Mexico, via Ambassador 
Dwight W. Morrow, Lindbergh 
agreed to make a “‘Good Will’’ tour 
of the South American nations. 

He took off from Bolling Field, 
Washington, D. C., on December 13, 
1927 on the flight to Mexico City, 
and arrivec there the next day after 
27 hours, 15 minutes, of flying time. 

This was a feat in itself, since it 
was non-stop, and was the second 
longest flight of the little monoplane, 
a distance of 2100 miles. Average 
speed was about 121mph, which was 
slightly a better performance than 
the Paris flight. 


This tour lasted from December 13 
to February 15, 1928, and required 
122 hours, 25 minutes, to cover the 
7860 miles. Lindbergh made many 
friends for the United States during 
this tour, as well as proving the 
value of flying mail by airplane. 

He visited 16 countries, and upon 
his return, was awarded the Wood-

Somalia—The first definitive set 
since Somalia’s Independence July 1 
is being issued in two parts.

The seven airmails have now been 
announced for release at the end of 
August. They will all picture color- 
ful butterflies: 60c, 90c, 1, 1.80, 3, 
5, and 10 Somalas (one Somala 
equals one shilling, or 14c).

Ghana—Three issues will be re- 
leased before the end of 1961: Bel- 
grade Conference, September 1;

The Belgrade Conference trio in 
honor of summit meeting of neutral- 
ist nations will bring together Heads 
of State of Ghana, Yugoslavia, Indo- 
nesia, and others.

News From New 
African Nations 


Recent developments on the phil- 
atelic scene in the African area in- 
clude a wide variety of information 
concerning one ancient nation and 
four new ones, and a rather larger 
number of stamp offerings. 





Ethiopia heads the list with the 
July 30 release of a set of three 
triangular commems to mark the 
50th wedding anniversary of the Em- 
peror Haile Selassi and Empress | 
Integue Menen. 

The design by Ethiopian artist Se- 
reke Yemane Perhan shows the 
imperial couple seated beneath a 
bird carrying two wedding rings in- 
terlocked in its extended, upraised 
wings. 

Only 60,000 complete sets were 
printed, 100 per sheet, by Bradbury, 
Wilkinson using the taille douce 
process. Values and colors are 10c 
green, 50c blue, and $1 red, accord- 
ing to the Philatelic Agency, New 
York City. 

Somalia—The first definitive set 
since Somalia’s Independence July 1 
is being issued in two parts. The 
eight “Fruit and Crop” low postal 
values were issued July 5. 

The seven airmails have now been 
announced for release at the end of 
August. They will all picture color- 
ful butterflies: 60c, 90c, 1, 1.80, 3, 
5, and 10 Somalas (one Somala 


equals one shilling, or 14c). 
Photogravure printing by the Ital- 

ian State Printers will be 30 x 40mm 

size on watermarked paper. 








Ghana—Three issues will be re- 
leased before the end of 1961: Bel- 
grade Conference, September 1; 
Founder’s Day, September 21; and 
Queen Elizabeth’s Visit, November 
10. (The Tema Harbor issue was 
eliminated and postponed till 1962). 

The Belgrade Conference trio in 
honor of summit meeting of neutral- 
ist nations will bring together Heads 
of State of Ghana, Yugoslavia, Indo- 
nesia, and others. 

Three stamps were designed for 
the occasion by Whiteley of London: 
3d, dove with olive branch; 13, 
map of world, with chain and olive 
branch; 5/-, conference room with 
rostrum and olive branch.

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Are You bilities For Something New? 


Have you ever thought of Revenue Stamps? Have you ever 
thought what a tremendous field they offer? Do you know that 
there are far more varieties of Revenue stamps to collect than there 
are postage stamps? This is true of the United States as well as of 
most foreign countries. They date back 
many years before postage stamps were 
ever thought of. 

When it comes to collecting them you 
can stick closely to those listed in the 
Scott catalog, which are most of those is- 
sued by the Federal Government. 

Did you ever stop to Jook at that 
blue stamp on your pack of cigarettes? 
lf you get a number of these of past years 
you will find there is quite a variety of 
them, different dates, etc. Similar ones on 
blue paper are issued for cigars, chewing 
tobacco, beer and other things but we do 
not find them in the Scott catalog, yet 
there are a great many collectors who 
gather them. 

In addition to the Federal issues we 
now have revenue stamps by many of 
the states. These cover things that are 
already taxed by the Federal government 
giving us all double taxation, something 
which has always been looked upon as unfair. 

Do you also know that a great many of the states have issued 
what are equivalent to the Federal Government Duck stamps, in 
that they are called Hunting stamps or Fishing stamps? A great 
many collectors who have bought the Duck stamps for years past 
now are picking up these state game issues. 

Revenues are a wonderful field. You can go into the issues 
find many distinct fields that will interest you. You can find other 
collectors who are in the same field and through exchange and cor- 
respondence you can have an endless amount of fun. 

You might be surprised at how many people are collecting For- 
eign Revenues as well. You can get in touch with this group if you 
want to get into this fascinating field. Foreign revenues are in 
some countries an especially interesting. and attractive field. The 
stamps come in large and unusual sizes and make a very attractive 
showing. 

If you want to learn more about this field, as well as about 
those who collect the fiscals, you should get in touch with the 
American Revenue Assn. This society has several hundred members, 
issues its own monthly magazine, The American Revenuer, and is 
active in promoting its specialty. Articles by leading writers are 
printed — it also carries advertising offering revenues of the world, 
offers of trade and exchange and other matter of interest. 

It has always been the policy of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 
to aid and help all kinds of collectors and the smaller specialist societies 
as well. If we can help them find a new member, or help a collector 
find others who are interested in the same field, we are glad to give 
space in our paper to bring them together. For that reason we are 
glad to print the name of the Secretary of the A. R. A. Address John

for I am a member of this Association and know what it can offer 
those interested in Revenues of any kind. 


Using Commemoratives On Your Mail 


I referred to this matter some time ago and sure enough I have 
a couple of letters from collectors who have had parcels from our 
office in Sidney which bore high value stamps rather than a flock 
of commemoratives. For instance, one parcel with a 50c Liberty 
and a new 4c Lincoln. Then there was another parcel that had 
over a dollar in postage and these were high value Liberties. I can 
only say that our office receives many dollars~in remittances from 
collectors and dealers which come to us in the form of high value 
postage stamps. We have no other way of disposing of these stamps 
other than to use them on mail. We could discount them at from 
3% to 8% and take a loss on them, but that would be poor business. 
If we can have cash remittances instead of postage we will endeavor 
to get the best possible stamps to use on our mail. I do know that we 
use several thousand commemoratives on our mail each month. 

One dealer writes that the reason so many meters come on 
dealers’ mail is that they take their parcels to the post office and 
put them in the parcel window and pay the postage there. In these 
cases, the majority of the offices use a meter strip. 


Give A Subscription To Your Library 


A collector in Lawrence, Kans. suggests that it would be a nice 
thought if some of the larger philatelic publications would give a 
gift subscription to libraries. Nice thought, but brother you should 
recognize that there are many thousands of libraries throughout the 
United States. 

To attempt to give gift subscriptions to these libraries would bank- 
rupt every stamp publication in the country. The proper solution for 
this is that individual collectors in every town or stamp clubs in towns 
where there are such should give gift subscriptions to their local libraries. 
This would scatter the load al! over the country, hurt no one and would 
be a fine recruiter for new stamp collectors.

nesday afternoon August 16 and a 
dinner in the evening. Undoubtedly 
the trade will be out in force. 

I hope to be present for the ASDA 
affair. The Chicagoans have extend- 
ed an invitation to serve as a judge 
of the exhibition which invitation has 
been accepted. I plan to stay at least 
until after the banquet Saturday 
night returning late that day or 
early Sunday depending or. the avail- 
able transportation.

Some weeks ago some of you 
were undoubtedly startled when the 
some times ‘“‘wild and woolly” (at 
least in their thinking and actions) 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion sent a resolution to the Post- 
master General to the effect the or- 
ganization was unalterably opposed 
to the picturing of foreigners on U.S. 
postage stamps. I thought that kind 
of warpedness had gone out with 
the Ku Klux Klan, and sincerely 
hoped it had. However the Rev- 
olutionary Ladies have labored and 
brought forth another dilly in their 
long line of dillies. 

An item in the Presbyterian Life 
Magazine of August 1961, sent along 
by Robert L. Forney of Columbiana, 
Ohio, had the following about the 
DAR’s provincialism. It appeared 
under the title “On Our Great- 
Great-Grandfather’s Side’’: 

“While we weren’t looking, the 
National Convention of the Daugh- 
ters ofthe American Revolution took 
an action which makes us wonder a 
little. They criticized the issuance 
of a United States postage stamp 
bearing the likeness of Mohandas 
K. Gandhi, and the slogan ‘apostle 
of non-violence.’ At the same time 
they asked the Postmaster General 
not to put any more noncitizens of 
the U.S.A. on our stamps. The funny 
thing is that Gandhi was trying to 
do the very thing the great-great- 
and-so-forth grandfathers of the D. 
A.R. ladies did, and Gandhi’s behav- 
ior was milder. If it was a good 
thing for the American colonies to 
cast off ties with Britain which 
seemed.to them oppresive, it stands 
to reason that it was a good thing 
for India to do the same. And we’ve 
been’ thinking that our revolution- 
ary ancestor on our great-great- 
great grandfather’s side wasn’t, 
when you come right down to it, 
an American citizen either. He died 
before there were any United States 
of America. We hate to think that 
the DAR’s wouldn’t want to mail a 
letter with his face in the upper 
right-hand corner of it. but that’s 
what we’re led to conclude. It 
makes us sad.” 





Another item to see print came 
from the “Appleton (Wis.) Post- 
Crescent”’ of July 18, Wayne P. Gas- 
per of Neenah, Wis. directed it to 
yours truly. Apparently the author 
of the piece should have been locat- 
ed well enough for authenticity, at 
least as of the date of her dispatch. 
She is Frances McKusick, Post-Cres-

She deliberately or innocently re- 
vealed what might have been a “‘be- 
hind the scenes” ‘session of politi- 
cal hell-raising and horse-swapping 
via her article titled, ‘“‘Wassau To 
Be Site For Issue Of New Stamp’’. 
A sub-heading said, ‘‘Design Will 
Honor 50th Anniversary Of Compen- 
sation Law’’. 

Now as we who read Linn’s know, 
an official Post Office Department 
news bulletin has indicated Milwau- 
kee will be the first day city and 
not Wausau. Apparently Wausau 
didn’t have enough political weight 
to keep it within the city limits, 
or newspaperwoman McKusick was 
duped. This is what she wrote: 

“Special ceremonies will be held 
in Wausau early in September in ob- 
servance of the issuance of a special 
4c stamp commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Law which was first en- 
acted in Wisconsin, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Day informed Rep. Melvin E. 
Laird (R.), Marshfield. 

“Wausau was chosen as the city 
in which to issue the stamp...be- 
cause it was in that city the first 
policy in the United States was is- 
sued for workmen’s compensation. 
Written by the Employers Mutuals 
of Wausau, a Wisconsin firm or- 
ganized specifically to underwrite 
this coverage. The first policy was 
made out to the Wausau Sulfate and 
Fibre Co., now known as the Mosi- 
nee Paper Mills. The policy is still 
in effect fifty years later. 

“The Wisconsin Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Law, known as Chapter 
50, was signed by Gov. Francis E. 
McGovern, May 3, 1911, after the 
State Legislature had spent six years 
in research and deliberation on the 
subject before final acceptable legis- 
lation was drafted. 

“Among the state legislators who 
worked on drafting the law during 
that time were the former Chief Jus- 
tice Edward T. Fairchild of Madi- 
son, and the Hon. Theodore W. Bra- 
zeau of Wisconsin Rapids. 

*“* ‘I take personal pride in the 
fact that my grandfather, William 
D. Connor, who served as Lt. Gov. 
of Wisconsin and was president of 
the senate from January 7, 1907 to 
January 4, 1909, took an active part 
in the deliberations on the measure 
during a crucial stage of its de- 
velopment when the views of many 
citizen groups were being heard,’ 
Mr. Laird stated. 

“The point of family pride is a 
compelling reason why the Marsh- 
field Congressman worked for 18 
months with the Post Office Depart- 
ment on details of the stamp .. .” 
(The boldface lettering is my idea 
—for emphasis). 

I suppose as a sop, Rep. Laird 
will be allowed to sit in the second 
or third row of big shots at the 
Milwaukee ceremony. He might ev- 
en be introduced and permitted to 
stand for a moment! What a grand 
reward for the alleged 18 months 
of hard work with the POD. Oh joy! 


Stamps with paper folds are more 
or less well known, In fact I pic- 
tured one in the Notes of July 3— 
a 2c Pan American. On the other 
hand ‘‘folds’’ seem to be found less 
often on postal stationery, especial- 
ly postal cards, made of a paper 
stock of a fair amount of stiffness. 
Such an item is displayed here 
through the cooperation of Anthony 
Banasiak, 5526 S. Kolmar Ave., Chi- 
cago 29, Ill. It is one of a pair, un- 
doubtedly joined during the manu- 
facturing process side by side, for 
the fold continues perfectly from one 
ecard right into the other. 

Items of this kind do have extra 
value. I would not want to say how 
much because I don’t know. A card 
such as this might bring anywhere 
from $1 to $100 depanding on the 
time, place and demand.

In 1952, 600,000 sheets of Christ- 
mas Seals with a candle design were 
donated by the National Tubercu- 
losis Assn. to the Ryukyu Anti- 
Tuberculosis Assn. Two Chinese 
Characters were printed on each 
seal meaning “Ryukyus” in En- 
glish. This was the first sale of 
Christmas Seals in the Ryukyus.

Recent European 
Philatelic News

Readers should consider that in us- 
ing overseas airmail they would 
economize—as much as 36% in 
many cases—if they would use aero- 
grammes in their correspondence. 
Many countries are now using 
them, and even in those which 
do not issue such air-letter sheets, 
their use is possible. 

A list of world countries offering 
aerogrammes is available from the 
International Bureau of the Univer- 
sal Postal Union, Berne, Switzerland, 
for one international reply coupon. 
The ALS form is only 11c from the 
U. S., 10¢c from Canada, to any point 
in the world, against 13c, 15¢c and 
25¢e for normal airmail to foreign 
points. 

In countries — Germany, for in- 
stance — which do not issue official 
ALS forms, privately printed varie- 
ties are available and permitted. 
These may be used from any coun- 
try, if franked with that nation’s 
proper stamps. 

This brings up an interesting area 
of collecting—the forms of one coun- 
try used from as many others as 
the collector can ‘‘arrange’’, just as 
international reply cards can be col- 
lected with “foreign’’ cancellations. 
I have German forms which have 
been posted in many other countries 
(with their stamps, of course). 

Pakistan and philately — As 
Pakistan is a _ trustworthy ally 
of the Western world, I think you 
should be interested in Pakistan 
FDC’s. Pakistan’s Manager of the 
Philatelic Bureau, GPO, Karachi, is 
very cooperative. 

In its recent release I read that 
the following stamps will be issued: 
In .October a two - stamp set (13 
and 90 paise) for Children’s Day 
(triangular stamps); November 4, 
two for the Co-operative Day. Also, 
stamps are planned for the Police 
and the Railway Centenary celebra- 
tions, and more definitives in deci- 
mal coinage. 

Arctica — The Norwegian Arctic 
station ““HOPEN” is using a boxed 
rectangular rubber stamp for can- 
celing the stamps on mail: ‘“HOP- 
EN met stasjon’. On its way to you, 
the covers receive beside this sta- 
tion mark the postmark of Tromso. 
Send your addressed covers to | 
Station Leader, Arctic Meteorologi- 
cal Station, Hopen, Norway. Rate 
for first-class letters is 90 ore. I sug- 
gest buying the necessary Nor- 
wegian stamps from your dealer. 

Probaby you will have to wait a 
long time for the arrival of your 
covers, I just received one which I 
had sent in on January 29. 

Ship Mail—The ‘‘USS SAMPSON” 
New York, N. Y., is using a cachet 
depicting the ship. 

The purser of the Dutch Motor 
Ship “BALONG” (9474 tons), c/o 
N. V. Stoomvaart Maatschappij Ned- 
erland, Prins Hendrikkade 108-114, 
Amsterdam, Netherlands, is very 
cooperative. Through the recent few 
months I received a number of nice 
covers which I had sent to him in 
March. 

This ship has the route to the Far 
East and the purser mailed my 
Dutch stamped letters in many har- 
bors and nearly all arrived with 
paquebot markings. 

If you send in covers to this ship, 
send only Dutch stamped covers (30 
Dutch cents for first-class letters; 
no airmail). If no Dutch stamps 
available, send with your covers one 
international reply coupon per cover 
or your remittance in bills (he can- 
not use your mint stamps). 

Request that your covers — be 
stamped with Dutch stamps, for 
they might have paquebot mark- 
ings, if mailed in foreign harbors. 
Also, request that the ship’s great 
round rubber stamp might be ap- 
plied on the front side of the covers.

In reply to a few letters and for 
the information of all, we can now 
report that the 1962 edition of the 
Commonwealth KGVI Catalogue is 
scheduled for publication September 
1. The price will be 8/6, ($1.20 U. 
S.) plus postage. : 

It is two years since the last edi- 
tion was placed on sale. We all 
know there have been many price 
revisions of KGVI material since it 
can no longer be found in quantity in 
any dealers’ stocks. These revisions 
will be shown in the new catalog 
which is now undergoing finishing 
touches to a careful editing. 

For those interested in the 
stamps of KGVI or QEII, Common- 
wealth catalogs are a must since a 
wealth of ‘information is contained 
therein. Literally hundreds of varie- 
ties are listed and priced which are 
ignored by Americans catalogs. We 
will have further information as pub- 
lication date nears. 

Correction — In our column of 
July 31, reporting on the sales fig- 
ures of the Gibraltar definitive set of 
1953, the number following the 
10/- value should have read 49,331. 

Basutoland — The St. Edward’s 
Crown watermark error has been 
discovered in connection with the 
provisional overprints. It occurs on 
the 5c on 2d Postage Due label 
first issued November 6, 1952. This 
item with normal watermark is fair- 
ly scarce and we hesitate to specu- 
late on what the error will bring. 

The Bechuanaland and Swaziland 
provisionals will soon be obsolete as 
new definitive sets for each are be- 
ing rushed to completion. As a mat- 
ter of fact Swaziland’s 1956 designs 
inscribed in the new currency will 
be placed on sale at any moment, 
due to a delay in preparation of the 
new designs. 

The values affected are: 2, 4, 5, 25, 

50c, 1 and 2 Rands. Watch for 
them. They will have a very short 
life, so act promptly. 
Within the next week or two we 
intend to devote a column to the 
African provisionals. We have delib- 
erately refrained from going into 
detail up to now, since new types 
of overprints were being introduced 
on different values every few days. 
As a matter of fact it is still going 
on, but to a much lesser degree. 
However, we have had numerous 
requests for information and now 
feel that some stability is emerging 
from the thorough confusion which 
existed. Perhaps we can help clear 
up the situation. 

Great Britain — The three com- 
memoratives issues previously an- 
nounced will be assigned special slo- 
gan postmarks. The first issue, a set 
of 2%d, 3d and 1/6 stamps in 
honor of the anniversary of the 
opening of the Post Office ‘Savings 
Bank, August 28, will be canceled 
with the slogan ‘‘Post Office Sav- 
ings Bank 1861-1961’? from Septem- 
ber 16 to October 25. 

The second series—2d, 4d and 10d 
—for the second anniversary of 
“CEPT” will be released Septem- 
ber 18. Since the Conference is 
scheduled to be held in Torquay, 
September 11-12, a special slogan 
will be in use in Torquay only dur- 
ing that period.

Naval Aviation FDC’s 


“The most important landing of 


_a bird since the dove flew back to 


the Ark’”’ is the subject of the cach- 
et on a cover being prepared by the 
Des Moines (Iowa) Philatelic Soci- 
ety for the first day of issue of 
the 50th Anniversary of Naval Avia- 
tion commemorative at San Diego 
August 20. 

The landing referred to was that 





made by pioneer aviator Eugene 
Ely in a Curtiss pusher biplane on 
a temporary platform built atop the 
armored cruiser “U. S. §S. Penn- 
sylvania” on January 18, 1911 while 
the latter was anchored in San 
Francisco Bay. This was the first 
successful shipboard landing by an 
airplane. 

Ely, a native of Williamsburg, 
Iowa and one of the outstanding 
fliers of the Glenn H. Curtiss Ex- 
hibition Co., met sudden death 
October 19 of that same year in a 
flying accident at Macon, Ga. 

The cachet is a reproduction in 
black of a pen and ink sketch of 
Ely’s landing aboard the Penn- 
sylvania, and a distant view of his 
subsequent take-off.

Photography And 
Philately “Mates” 


In an illustrated article entitled 
‘Make Your Own Camera Shots To 
Dress Up Your Collection’ in the 
June issue of ‘‘Scott’s Monthly 
Stamp Journal’’, Ernest Kehr, New 
York Herald Tribune stamp editor, 
suggests three basic fields in which 
a camera can invaluably assist the 
stamp enthusiast: 

1) To dress up a collection—Here 
the collector is encouraged to photo- 
graph the subjects shown on stamps 
of the world and to exhibit the photo- 
graphs along with the stamps. Na- 
tural landmarks, animals, paintings, 
statues, and buildings are a few 
ready subjects. 

For the stay-at-home collector, Mr. 
Kehr advises that local museums, 
churches and zoos are often excel- 
lent second-hand sources of subjects. 
For example, before he himself shot 
the original Vatican ‘St. Peter’’, 
used by Ireland and other countries, 
he photographed a duplicate in a 
Boston museum. 

2) To simplify study—It is often 
impossible to track down minor va- 
riations, transfer flaws and the like 
by mere inspection of the stamp by 
the naked eye, says Mr. Kehr. This 
is especially so when they are print- 
ed in such weak colors as pink, pale 
| yellow, or light ultramarine.

During the period 1884-1890, further printings of the Key Plate design 
described last week occurred involving color changes in the 1d, 214d, 4d, 


‘ sd, and 1/ values. These were the last printings of individual Nevis 


stamps for, on October 31, 1890, they were superseded by the general 


jssue for the Leeward Islands. 


The first stamps printed specifically for St. Christopher were ordered 
py the Crown Agents from Thomas De La Rue & Co. Ltd. in 1869. 
Printed by letterpress on Crown C. C. watermarked paper in a key Plate 
design, the issue consisted-of two values, 1d and 6d. The first printing 


of 13,400 of each duty was released 


In November 1879, the 214d and 4d 
yalues were added and in 1882 a new 
%d was released. At the same time 
the colors on the 1d and 2'4d were 
changed to bring them into line with 
the Universal Postal Union regula- 
tions. Further color variations of the 
9%d and 4d occurred in 1884 and, 
in 1887, a 1/- duty was introduced. 
The last printing of this issue to 
take place was an order for a fur- 
ther supply of the 6d value in 1890 
but with the color changed to olive 
brown. 


Various surcharges were used on 
these stamps. In March 1885 a bi- 
sect of the 1d was surcharged ‘‘half- 
penny’; the 6d was surcharged 
“fourpence’’. In June 1886 the 6d ap- 
peared both with “one penny” and 
“4d”, In May 1887 the 4d was over- 
printed ‘“‘one penny” and in the fol- 
lowing year the 242d was given the 
same treatment. 


In the mearitime, the Nevis issue 
overprinted ‘“‘Revenue”’, (with an ad- 
ditional overprint of “Saint Chris- 
topher’” and later “Saint Kitts 
Nevis.”) was used for postal pur- 
poses on the island. In 1890 the 1d of 
Antigua was used provisionally but 
later in the same year the stamps of 
St. Christopher were superseded by 
the general Leeward Islands issue. 


St. Kitts and Nevis had been 
formed into a joint Presidency in 
1871 under the Leeward Islands Act. 
This created a Federal Constitution 
for the five Presidencies comprising 


on the April 1, 1870. 








the Leeward Islands Colony, but un- 


til the Leeward Islands issue of 1890 
both islands had continued to issue 
their own stamps. 

From 1890 the eight-value Leeward 
Islands series was in sole use until 
in 1903 a new joint issue appeared. 
These stamps, which were to be used 
concurrently with those of the Lee- 
ward Islands issue, were printed 
by letterpress at Thomas De La Rue 
& Co. Ltd. on Crown C.A. water- 
marked paper, and included the title 
“St. Kitts Nevis” for the first time. 

The series had two designs, the 
first covering the 14d, 2d, 214d, 6d, 
1/- and 2/6 denominations. It had 
one of the most famous anachron- 
isms on postage stamps for it de- 
picted Christopher Columbus with a 
telescope, although the telescopic 
principle was not developed until 
some years after his death. 

The second was a versio. of the 
Nevis mineral springs similar to the 
1861’s. It covered the 1d, 3d, 2/- and 
5/- values. 

Between 1905 and 1918 further 
printings of various values were re- 
leased, and during this period cer- 
tain color changes were also intro- 
duced. In October 1916 the %2d was 
overprinted with the legend ‘‘War 
Tax’’. During August 1918 a specially 
printed 14d stamp appeared over- 
printed ‘‘War Stamp’’. 

The year 1920 brought a new perm- 
anent series in a larger format. 
Printed by De La Rue & Co., Ltd. by 
letterpress on multiple Crown C.A. 
watermarked paper. They included

In 1921 a new printing of this issue 
used paper with the Script C.A. 
watermark, and in the following year 
color changes were introduced for 
the 1d, 1%d, 2%d, 3d, 1/- and 5/- 
denominations. 

In 1923 the first commemoratives 
appeared recalling the Tercentenary 
of the Founding of the Colony of 
St. Kitts in 1623. The set consisted 
of thirteen values, printed by Thom- 
as De La Rue by letterpress. The 
£1 and 5/- came on multiple 
Crown C.A. paper. The remaining 
denominations are on Script C.A. 
paper. The design, which was com- 
mon to all values, depicted Sir 
Thomas Warner’s flagship lying at 
anehor in Old Road Bay with Mount 
Misery in the background. 


The colony took part in the gen- 
eral release for King George V’s Sil- 
ver Jubilee on May 6, 1935, and the 
Coronation on May 12, 1937. Both 





stamps included the full title ‘‘St. 
Christopher and Nevis.” 

A new definitive issue 14d to 5/-, 
prepared by Thomas De La Rue & 
Co. Ltd., was released on August 
15, 1938, consisting of three designs. 
The 44d, 1d, 14%d, and 214d values 
bore the portrait of the monarch 
only, while the remaining values 
were made up of the two basic de- 
signs of the previous definitive issue, 
but with the head of George VI. 

In 1948 the 10/- and £1 values 
were added but in a new design fea- 
turing a map of the island of An- 
guilla, again with an inset medal- 
lion portrait of the King. This’ issue 
remained on sale until 1952. 


Meanwhile the colony was includ- 
ed in the general issues for Victory 
(1946), the Royal Wedding (1949), 
and the 75th anniversary of the Uni- 
versal Postal Union (1949). The Ter- 
centenary of the British Settlenfent 
in Anguilla was commemorated in 
1950 by an overprint on the 1d, 114d, 
214d, 3d, 6d and 1/- of the current 
defintive issue. The colony also took 
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part in commemorating the inaug- 
uration of the British West Indies 
University College in 1951. The 
latter was the first to have the 
values expressed in the decimal cur- 
rency first introduced in 1950. 


On June 14, 1952 a completely new 
definitive series was released which 
brought a departure from the pre- 
vious De La Rue products. This edi- 
tion was recess engraved by Water- 
low & Sons Ltd. on Script C.A. pa- 
per. Included were a medallion por- 
trait of King George VI and separ- 
ate pictorial designs of places of in- 
terest in the Islands for each value. 
The stamps also incorporated for 
the first time the full title “St. 
Christopher and Nevis and Anguil- 
| ag 


This was soon followed on June 
2, 1953-by the Coronation issue for 
Queen Elizabeth II. In March 1954 
the first stamps of the current de- 
finitive issue were released, the re- 
maining values being staggered over 
the following years. Recess engraved 
by Waterlow & Sons Ltd., on Script 
C.A. paper, this series repeats the 
designs of the 1952 one but has three 
new values. Two of these, the 8 
cents and $2.40 incorporate a new de- 
signs, the former featuring Sombrero 
Lighthouse, and the latter a map 
of Anguilla and its dependencies 
similar to that used on the high 
value stamps released in 1948. A 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth II re- 
placed that of King George VI on 
all values. 


All stamps from 1903 onwards 
were in use concurrently with the 
Leeward Islands issue until July 1, 
1956 when the latter issue was with- 
drawn on the abrogation of the Con- 
stitution of the Leeward Islands Col- 
ony. ; 

On January 11, 1957, a 24c com- 
mem was released for the bi-cen- 
tenary of the birth of Alexander 
Hamilton on Nevis in 1757. Recess 
engraved by Waterlow & Sons on 
C.A. paper, the stamp depicted Alex- 
ander Hamilton against a _ back- 
ground view of Nevis. On April 22, 
1958, the colony joined with the rest 
of the West Indies in releasing a 
three-value set to commemorate the 
inauguration of the British Carib- 
bean Federation.

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Our recent adventure to the UAR 
area of Egypt brought us to the 
doorsteps of the Sudan. To the south 
of Egypt can be found this huge 
section of land known as Sudan. 

Any recent map of Africa will 
show Sudan’s borders touching up- 
on such countries as Chad, Libya, 
Central African Republic, Congo, 
Ethiopia, Uganda, and Egypt. Some 
two million square miles make up 
this country. 

We are in contact with Omdurman, 
Sudan. In this city can be found an 
ardent philatelist who at this time 


.| does not wish us to mention his name 


and address. He does this for he fears 
too many collectors might write and 
this would limit some of his school 
activity. 

This collector has reported to us 
that he attends a Catholic Mission 
School at Port Sudan and after 
school hours he does service work 
for a firm in Khartoum (capital 
city). The Blue Nile Bridge links 
Omdurman with the capital. 

Word from Sudan is that there is 
not a single ilatelic club in the 
entire Sudan. re are no well 
known dealers of Sudanese philatel- 
ic wares in the country; however, 
there are four or five part time 
dealers who sell mostly European 
stamps. 

To show how some of the issues 
of Sudan are elusive within the coun- 
try we quote from the latest letter 
received from the area (dated June 
11). 

“Sudan has not a lot of stamps, 
moreover the old stamps cost seven 
or eight Pounds per set.’”’ (The lat- 
est exchange rate known at this 
time from the area is a bit vague, 
but we hope to give the full rates 
in due time). 

Our informant also tells us that 
the latest souvenir sheet issued by 
Sudan did not-have any official first 
day covers printed for its release, 
and that FDC’s are not a fad in the 


country. 
Further, our friend desires most- 
ly used issue (this is common 


amongst the heat wave countries). 
Regardless of the collector’s opin- 
ion on gum verses non-gum we can 
report the hot areas of the globe are 
not a place for one to collect OG 
material. 

We hope to have the complete 
Sudan story within a few weeks as 
some 10,000,000 folk reside in the 
country, and although there are not 
many collectors there we are of the 
opinion the cataloging of the ma- 
terial in the U. S. is poor. 

We suspect that the prices quoted 
by the major catalogs are not 
based on the scarcity of the issues. 
Further, some of the issues are 
works of art that would delight most 
any topicl collector.

Our British contacts advise there 
will soon be a series that will de- 
light ‘‘insects on stamps’’ addicts. 
This time the humble mosquito will 
be the culprit which may gather up 
the philatelic dollars—it appears that 
many countries may issue adhesives 
to aid anti-malaria work. 

Some countries have already is- 
sued adhesives; Indonesia issued a 
set showing a mosquito late last 
year. 

We do not know whether there 
are any ‘‘insects on stamps” collec- 
tors and clubs, however, should this 
be your pet do drop us a note. We 
think that once these issues appear 
from many lands our readers would 
like to hear what collectors are do- 
ing in the field. So write us about 
your “‘insects on stamps”’ collecting. 

At this time we do not know how 
many countries will issue these 
Stamps nor do we know when. 
But the philateltelic press will have 
the story in due time and it will 
be an international adventure track- 
ing down mosquitos (on stamps, 
that is).

Being interested chiefly in com- 
memoratives, I found in these ran- 
dom clippings a vast store of in- 
formation about the people, the ob- 
jects, the places; and the events that 
were being honored by postal is- 
sues. 

I mounted these clippings, usual- 
ly by a giant ‘“‘hinge’’ method in a 
10” x 13’ scrapbook so that they 
could easily be taken out for use. 

I have arranged and rearranged 
them by dates and by subjects and 
topics, and have also indexed them 
for ready reference. During the 
years I have accumulated in this 
way many interesting articles in the 
way of biography, as well as patri- 
otic, geographical and historical ma- 
terial. I draw on it constantly. 

Now I am well along on volume 
No. II. Some of even the U. S. com- 
memoratives honor persons, groups, 
places, and events about which I 
am not at all familiar, and may 


clipping may contain all the data 
that justifies the observance or cele- 
bration and the postal issue. 

To illustrate how once I made good 
use of my philatelic scrapbook: I 
was much interested in the 1945 
United States stamp, Scott’s No. 929 
showing the five U. S. Marines rais- 
ing the Flag on Iwo Jima. The in- 
cident itself and the picture of the 
event has been widely publicized, 
and I had saved everything I came 
across about it. 

Just a while back, our local week- 
ly newspaper reprinted the famous 
picture, and offered a reward of a 
six-month subscription to the first 
person who would supply the names 
of those five marines who figured in 
that patriotic event. 

It took me almost no time at all 
to eonsult my scrapbook and get my 
card in the mail to win the award 
and a nice mention in the next 
issue of the paper. 

I have always bolstered my. inter- 
est in stamp collecting by subscrib- 
ing to a stamp periodical. At first 
it was McKeel’s Weekly Stamp 
News, and I looked forward to the 
day each week when the postman 
had my copy in his pack. 

Later, I took Scott’s Monthly Jour- 
nal. Of both of these I have saved 
several years’ issues, and I bound 
them myself into eonvenient sized 
volumes for reference. I still consult 
them. 

Of late years I have depended on 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, and 
though the issues accumulate to 
quite a bulk, I haven’t had the heart 
to discard one issue. It may be the 
very back number that I shall want 
to consult some day.

printed issues of Basutoland, Bech- 
uanaland and Swaziland. We hope to 
do an article on these issues for we 
too have some of the story.

The British press is wild on the 
issues but we cannot build up too 
much interest in such material lest 
we are certain the issue is genuine 
and not overprinted by some oppor- 
tunist.

Some of the issues we have pur- 
chased_recently as sound values be- 
cause they give history, art or sci- 
ence are the overprinted issues of 
Guinea Republic to commemorate 
Refugee Year, the souvenir sheet 
from Panama (overprinted for World 
Refugee Year and issued June 2), 
the Singapore National Day issue, 
and the Austrian set of four to hon- 
or the Ceative Artists Society. 

The Royal Sydney (Australia) 
Philatelic Club had its 70th anni- 
versary stamp exhibition from June 
19-30 and a special cancel was used 
at the show. Ours is dated June 
19. 

The most fantastic rise in price is 
the issues of South Kasai. Two 
overprinted Olympici ssues which 
sold for less than $10 are now al- 
most three times as much in Britain 
and parts of Europe. 

We do not know whether this is but 
a fad or whether these will be the 
gems of the future, but the prices 
change daily and dealers just do 
not have the material. England ap- 
pears to be the central point for 
these issues at this time. 

Keep your eyes on South Kasai. 
To date there are ten stamps (Bel- 
gium Congo overprinted flowers), 
two Olympics and two technical as- 
sistance overprints. The Olympics 
are the jokers in the deck and they 
fetch many Pounds in England. 

Readers who would like us to con- 
tinue writing about the world mar- 
kets should drop us a note. Since our 


columns go to British, Spanish and 
Asian journals we are posted on the 
market trend and do have some of 
values of philatelic paper on the 
world scene. We shall be glad to 
post the facts as we receive them, 
if readers are interested in that 
phase of international adventures.

In general, I have no criticism of 
such covers or the clubs issuing 
them. Unless there is something 
very special about the favored meet- 
ing, I just don’t bother with the cov- 
ers, because ordinarily they have no 
significance for my U. S. history 
collection. 

I do get interested when the club 
undertakes to commemorate some 
significant event and frequently get 
some excellent cachets from those 
sources. . 

My disappointment ensues when I 
receive the cover and find that the 
bulk of the cachet space is devoted 
to a display of the society name 
whereas the historic event is rele- 
gated to minor space. 





Yes, the Pony Express stamp is 
most appropriate on a Kansas Cen- 
tennial cover—but just try to read 
the slogan lightly® struck on it! 
Those of us who collect slogans 
would appreciate it if sponsors 
would either use a suitable light 
colored stamp, or else place the 
stamp lower on the envelope so that 
the slogan would be legible. 

The accompanying Topeka Cen- 
tennial cover is much better: the 
sponsor’s name is about as small as 
can be gotten; the historic design is 
the thing. A stamp of excellent color 
is used, and it is placed so as to 
assure a legible slogan. 





Nevertheless, there do seem to be 
some postal employees who have 
never read that section or who 
choose to ignore it. 

For instance, the matter of proper 
inking and the proper adjusting 
of the cancelling machine to give a 
readable impression would seem to 
be elemental, yet not a few covers 
come through with weak cancella- 
tions .. . forgetting the cover collec- 
tors, are the sponsors of this cancel 
(who pay from $36 to $60 for the 
special cancellation hub) getting 
their money’s worth? 

I wonder, too, why, in the minds of 
some postal clerks, do collectors 
send covers and request special can- 
cellations? Do they understand that 
such covers are intended for collec- 
tion albums? If so, what makes 
them think that a collector is likely 
to reuse a stamp on which a special 
cancellation has been specified? 
Some clerks must have that idea in 
mind or they wouldn’t deface a 
nice stamp with smudges or with 
additional cancellations which make 
a mess of the entire piece.

Fortunately, if you receive imper- 
fectly cancelled covers, you may re- 
turn them to the postmaster and 
ask for better cancellations. Usually 
you will get them. Of course, there 
is no refund of your original post- 
age, or of the cost of your envelope, 
or of your time to address and mail.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


The “Spirit of St. Louis” did carry mail — but only once, as best 
the author’s research can establish. This was during Lindbergh’s

row Wilson Medal, along with $25,- 
000. 
It was during this South American 
tour that Lindbergh finally agreed 
to actually carry some mail aboard 
the little monoplane. Probably the 
good will of the Caribbean people 
broke down his resistance! 

On his Paris flight he had been 
offered $1000 to carry one pound 
of mail, but due to his distaste for 
publicity, and ‘‘collectors” in gen- 
eral, Lindbergh refused the much- 
needed $1000. 

This writer’s research has been 
unsuccessful in getting the “‘inside”’ 
story of just how the “Good Will” 
mail came into being; but appar- 
ently, the governmental and postal 
officials of the Dominican Repub- 
lic, as well as the Haitian officials, 
agreed to service the envelopes and 
other official mail, which gave the 
covers an “‘official’’ status. 

A rubber stamp cachet was de- 
signed to imprint the souvenir en- 
velopes at Santo Domingo and Port 
au Prince. The Santo Domingo to 
Port au Prince cachet is a horizon- 
tal rectangle 55 x 26mm, with four 
lines reading ‘‘Correo Aero Especial 
/ por / LINDBERGH  /“Espiritu 
de San Luis”. The color of ink is 
blue green. 

The postmark has a 2314MM cir- 
cle, with the inscription “CORREO 
AERO / Feb. / 6 / 1928/ STO DO- 
MINGO’”’. It was applied with the 
same blue green ink as the cahet. 
The postmark has five horizontal 
lines 45%mm_., long. 

No airmail stamps were available 
in the Caribbean countries at the 
time, and the Santo Domingo covers 
bear the ENTREGA ESPECIAL 
(special delivery) 10c stamp (Scott’s 
No. E1), in combination with the 
“Coat of Arms’ issue, No. 234 2c 
red. It is possible that covers exist 
with the No. 233 1c green, but this 
collector has not seen this combina- 
tion. 

These Santo Domingo to Port au 
Prince covers bear two other postal 
markings: an outline of a plane with 
“LINDBERGH” across the wing of 
the illustration, which is 39mm 
across the wing, and 35mm diagon- 
ally along the body. 

This special postal marking was 
used on all “regular” and airmail 
passing through the Port au Prince 
post office on Monday and Tuesday, 
February 6-7, in honor of the visit 
of Lindbergh, since it was not pos- 
sible to issue a commemorative 
stamp. 

This ‘‘LINDBERGH” plane rub- 
ber stamp was applied after receipt 
of the mail from Santo Domingo, 
and is of Hatian origin. 


The other postal marking on these 
covers consists of two concentric 
circles, 33 and 28mm, with wavy 
lines between, and enclosing an out- 
line of a plane, and the word 
“*AVION’’. This was a steel cancel- 
lation device introduced September 
13, 1927, when Haiti had airmail 
service to Jeremie, on the western 
tip of Haiti. It is difficult to locate 
a nice example of these covers with 
all four postal markings in a con- 
sistent method of applying, and with 
all strikes clear and distinct. Appar- 
enty, with so many envelopes to 
service, the stamping was applied 
by different postal personnel, since 
there appears to be no regular se- 
quence in applying the markings. 

The Santo Domingo to Haiti cov- 
ers bear a backstamp, which was 
the regular handstamp at Port au 
Prince. This is a circle 28mm in di- 
ameter reading ‘““PORT AU PRINCE 
/ HAITI” within the circle. In the 














center is the date “6 /FEV / 28”. 
The backstamping is generally ap- 


plied quite heavily, and in some! 


good will tour of early 1928. Two dispatches were carried from Santo 
Domingo and one from Port-au-Prince on the hero’s February 6-7-8 
flights at that time. Above is a Santo Domingo - Port-au-Prince 
cover; other covers Santo-Domingo - Havana are similar to it 


cases, appears a little indistinct. 

As can be seen from the illustra- 
tion, most covers bear this particu- 
lar address of R. L. Rowe, who was 
a pilot himself. He operated the West 
Indian Aerial Express, the first car- 
go and mail service the Caribbean 
area had. This airplane carrier was 
absorbed later by Pan American Air- 
ways. 

The writer has two covers ad- 
dressed directly to Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh, Port au Prince, Haiti, 
typed with a purple ribbon. We won- 
der if Lindbergh ever saw them. 

The Santo Domingo to Havana cov- 
ers bear a rectangle cachet bearing 
four lines reading ““PRIMER COR- 
REO AERO / Santo Domingo - Ha- 
vana Vuelo especial ‘LIND- 
BERGH’ con el / ‘Spirit of St. 
Louis’. This cachet measures 7414 
x 26mm. 

The postmark is exactly the samé 
as the covers to Port au Prince, and 
has the identical combination of 
stamps listed under that cover. The 
color of the ink is the same. Again, 
it is practically impossible to get 
nice examples. 

The covers prepared at Port au 
Prince to be flown to Havana have 
the same size rectangle cachet: as 
for the Santo Domingo cachet, but it 
reads in five lines “PREMIER 
COURRIER AERIEN / Port-au- 
Prince / RAID SPECIAL ‘LIND- 
BERGH’ / A BORD DU / ‘Spirit 
of St. Louis’ ”. 

Most of this lot bear the cachet 
on the back of the covers, but a few 
were impressed on the front. Again 
the same carelessness is evident as 
at Santo Domingo in applying the 
various postal markings. 

The covers are postmarked with 
the usual PORT AU PRINCE / 
HAITI handstamp, and has the date 
“7 FEV 28’. The covers bear the 
two-circle AVICN steel marker, as 
well as the “LINDBERGH” airplane 
handstamp, both applied in red as 
for the Santo Domingo covers ad- 
dressed to Port au Prince. 

These Haiti covers used the 
“Cafe” stamp released February 7, 
1928 in honor of Lindbergh’s visit. 
It can be classified as a ‘“‘Lind- 
bergh” stamp, even though printed 
early in July of 1927, and deliv- 
ered January 29, 1928, to the Banque 
Nationale de la Republique d’Haiti, 
which is the Haitian Treasury. 

The green ‘Cafe’ stamp was 
placed on sale on Monday morning, 
February 6, since the post office 
was to be closed at noon on that 
date in honor of Lindbergh. 

The Cafe stamp depicts two 
branches of the coffee tree, and is 
Scott’s No. 320. It is a 35c value, 
sufficient for regular postage and 
registration fee for inland destina- 
tions. Its value was equivalent to 7c 
US. , 

Since the 35c Cafe stamp was not 
sufficient postage for foreign use, 
an additional value had to be added 
to the Lindbergh covers for airmail. 
An extra sum was 25c, and. this 
was usually Scott’s No. 314. 

Some covers bear other stamps to 
make up the 60c airmail rate. The 
writer has examples showing Scott’s 
Nos: 316 and 318. Ohter combina- 
tions may, exist to make up this 60c, 
but these two combinations are the 
only examples this collector has. 

The covers from Santo Domingo 
addressed to Havana, and the Port 
au Prince covers similarly ad- 
dressed, were flown to Havana on 
February 8. ° 

Lindbergh took off from Port au 
Prince on Wednesday morning at 6 
a.m. for the 720-mile trip to Havana, 
which consumed a flying time of 
9 hours, 20 minutes. He was reported 
near the U.S. Naval Base at Guan- 
tanamo Bay at 9:15 a.m., and was 





over Havana by 3:40 p.m., landing 
at Camp Columbia at four. 


While in the air between Port au 
Prince and Havana he wrote a dis- 
patch to the New York Times: “I 
am carrying with me three sacks 
of mail for Havana, the first mail 
ever carried in the Spirit of St. 
Louis. 

“One of these (bags) came from 
Santo Domingo, and although it re- 
mained in the plane for two days 
while I was at Port au Prince, it 
will arrive in Havana days ahead 
of time. This is an indication of the 
possibility for air lines south of the 
United States.” 

The three sacks of mail were de- 
livered to the Havana general post 
office, and an electric cancellation 
machine backstamped the covers: 
“HABANA, CUBA / 1928” within a 
single-line circle 21mm _ diameter. 
The date: “FEB 9 / 11 a.m.” 

The cancellation device had a flag 
design, and was 58 x 18mm. A bi- 
plane is in the left portion of the 
flag, and separated by a vertical 
line, the right-hand portion reads: 
in_all capitals. ‘‘Utilizando el / Ser- 
vicio Aero, / Economiza Tiempo” 
(literal translation, ‘‘Using the air 
service saves time’’). 

A suggestion was made by an un- 
known person to the Cuban postal 
authorities that the covers also bear 
an additional postmark showing the 
exact hour Lindbergh landed in Ha- 
vana, which was 4 p.m. the pre-

The older Airpost and Air Mail 
catalogues lists these three ‘‘Good 
Will’ tour covers‘in varying amounts 
as to the actual numbers flown for 
the first time in the Spirit of St. 
Louis. This writer has done quite a 
bit of research into the exact num- 
bers of pieces flown, and was un- 
usually fortunate in locating the ac- 
tual postal receipts from Santo Do- 
mingo. 

The Santo Domingo to Port au 
Prince batch of mail weighed 9 kilos 
and 500 grams, and the number of 
pieces was 1607. The Santo Domin- 
go to Havana batch weighed 10 kilos 
and 90 grams, and the count of the 
pieces is 1570. 

On the Port au Prince to Havana 
portion of the flight, this writer has 
been unable to locate any official 
records. He thus has to take the 
listings of the early catalogs as being 
approximately correct, even though 
he believes there are somehwat less 
than the 2531 pieces as listed by 
them. 

One 1933 catalog lists the number 
of covers for the Santo Domingo to 
Port au Prince as 2729 pieces, while 
the Santo Domingo to Havana is list- 
ed as 10 kilos 95 grams, ‘“‘about 
3,000 letters’. 

Evidently, the editor of this par- 
ticular volume had nothing to base 
his estimate on other than the 
weight. One kilogram is equivalent 
to 2.205 avoirdupos pounds, which

would indicate slightly over 22 Ibs. 

This “Good Will’ mail is men- 
tioned in the log of Lindbergh’s book 
“The Spirit of St. Louis’ on page 
513, with this notation: “Feb. 8 
(1927) Port au Prince to Havana, 
Cuba. 9 hrs. 20 min. Carried three 
sacks of mail, including one sack 
from Santo Domingo.” 

The writer has been able to deter- 
mine that some governmental and 
other official mail was included in 
the Santo Domingo and Port au 
Prince mail sacks, but the cata- 
logs fail to take this fact into con- 
sideration. 

Lindberg writes in his book ‘“The 
Spirit of St. Louis’: ‘‘When the Spir- 
it of St. Louis flew to Paris, avia- 
tion was shouldering its way from 
the stage of invention onto the stage 
of usefulness. We have accomplished 
our objectives, passed beyond them. 
Our visions of the future now em- 
brace rocket missiles and superson- 
ic flights. We speculate on traveling 
through space as we once dis- 
cussed flying across oceans. But this 
leads beyond the scope of my story, 
which ends on May 21, 1927, when 
we were still looking forward to the 
conquest of the air.” 

This collector would appreciate 
any additional information concern- 
ing these Lindbergh covers, and if 
you are one of the ‘“‘old timer’’ col- 
lectors who collected aero philatelic 
items at the time of Lindbergh’s 
1927-1928 flights, as well as later 
flights to other sections of the world, 
please feel free to write.

Posimarks Of Bases 
On Falkland Islands 


The rise of interest in Polar phil- 
ately has brought a marked up- 
swing of popularity to the philatelic 
aspects of many remote Arctic and 
Antarctic areas with limited postal 
facilities. This includes the Falkland 
Islands Dependencies in the South 
Atlantic near Cape Horn. 

World War II brought naval ac- 
tivity in the area, and before the 
conflict was over an extensive pro- 
gram of exploration was under 
way thereabouts. It has since con- 
tinued on an ever-growing scale, 
with the necessary postal facilities 
keeping pace. 

The subject of a recent work deal- 
ing with this latter development in 
much detail is ‘“‘A new approach to 
the Postmarks of the Falkland Is- 
lands Dependencies Survey Bases”’ 
by A. G. Fisher. It is published by 
the Polar Postal History Society of 
Great Britain. 

The paper-bound booklet is 24 
pages 7x9 in size, with 30 half-tone 
pictures of ships and shore installa- 
tions and over five dozen of can- 
cellations and postal markings. A 
large amount of detailed information 
clarifies all illustrations.
